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6. (Internal Use Only - JSW) Attended a meeting at Justice 
Department in connection with the President's Memorandum of 16 February 
entitled "Security of Classified Information. 11 The meeting was principally 
directed to exchange of information as to how the various concerned agencies 
went about the problem of security clearances for staff people on the Hill. 
Compartmented classifications were not discussed. See Memorandum for 
the Record. 

7. (Confidential - JSW) Talked with Robert Michaels, House 
Appropriations Committee staff, giving him a little biographical material 
on Henry Taylor, the columnist. This satisfied the questions Chairman 
Mahon had raised. 

Also discussed with Mr. Michaels some questions raised by 
Chairman Mahon arising out of the 6 March article by Alsop on North 
forces in South Vietnam. Based on my discussion with 
im ant * the Intelligence Memorandum on this subject of today's date, 

I was able to supply the necessary information. 

Mr. Michaels also indicated that Representative Glenard Lipscomb 
had raised a question about the Jack Anderson column of today, his principal 
concern being whether it was an actionable breach of security. Michaels 
stated nothing was needed from us on this and he was merely alerting us to it.
